VI. Claim 1 2, drawn to a diagnostic method by genetic analysis, classified in 
class 435, subclass 6. 

VII. Claims 13 and 19, drawn to a diagnostic method that detects the presence 
of a polypeptide in a sample, classified in class 436, subclass 501 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The nucleic acid of invention I, the polypeptide of invention II, the antibody of 
invention III and the modulator that is employed in the method of invention V are four 
chemically and structurally distinct compounds, each of which can be made and used 
without the others. They do not reflect a common inventive concept because they lack 
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a common utility that is based upon a common feature or combination of features that 
distinguishes them as a group from the prior art. 

Inventions II and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the isolated 
protein, as claimed, can be employed in a binding assay to identify ligands thereto, 
which is materially different from the process of invention IV because the two processes 
achieve different objectives by employing different steps. 

Inventions I and VI are related as product and process of use. They are shown 
to be distinct because the isolate nucleic acid of invention I can be employed in a 
process that produces the protein encoded thereby, which is materially different from 
the analytical method of invention VI. 

Inventions III and VIII are related as product and process of use. They are shown 
to be distinct because the antibody of invention III can be employed in the isolated of 
the protein of invention II or in the in situ visualization of the protein, both of which are 
materially different from the process of invention VIII because these three processes 
achieve different objectives by employing different steps. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
